Thomas Would Halt Immigration 


Oklahoma Senator in His Statement Declares There Are Too Many People 


Already in This Country; Republicans Say They'll Wait 


for Specific Presidential Proposal, Then Decide 


Washington, Dec. 27 (*>—Sena- 


tor Elmer Thomas 
(D.-Okla.) 


brought a hot congressional issue 
to the fore today with the asser- 
tion that all immigration into the 
United States should be halted 
immediately. 


"I make no distinction as to race 


or nationality." Thomas told a re- 
porter. "We already have too many 
people in this country." 


President Truman said last Oc- 


tober, in calling for substantial 
immigration of Jews into Pales- 
tine, that he is prepared to ask 
congress for liberalization of this 
country's laws to admit thousands 
of refugees into the United States. 


Republican senators, who will 


hold a majority in' the' session 
starting next Friday, indicated to- 
day they want to see Mr/ Tru- 
man's specific proposal , before 
they commit themselves. 


But "Thomas, who tried unsuc- 


cessfully during the last session of 


congress to halt nearly all immi- 
gration for five years, declared: 


"I am against immigration. There 


may be a few exceptions, but as a 
general principle I am opposed to 
it until we get our domestic econ- 
omy a little more stabilized—and 
that may take years." 


He added "If I thought it would 


do any good I would recommend 
to the state department that they 
close the gates as well to all 
Americans who want to leave this 
country, except for the greatest 
emergency.". 


Thomas said some Americans 


visiting other nations "with their 
pockets full of money often make 
scenes'of themselves, bringing dis- 
credit upon the United States." 
Senator Taft of Ohio, chairman 


of the Senate Republican Steering 
committee, told a reporter he did 
not want "to express an opinion 
one way or the other" on the re- 
ception Mr. Truman's recommen- 
dations may get 
Senator Hickenlooper (R.-Iowa) 


said he would "have to see the 
President's proposal before I could 
say whether I approve." But he 
added: 
"I don't think immigration to 


this country should be opened up 
to an unlimited degree, but there 
undoubtedly are fields in which the 
present policy could be liberal- 
ized." 
Senator Wiley (R.-Wis.), slated 


to become chairman of the judic- 
iary committee.will handle future 
immigration bills.- said he intends 
to refrain from "passing curbstone 
judgment" in advance.

Oklahoma Senator in His Statement Declares There Are Too Many People 


Already in This Country; Republicans Say They'll Wait 


for Specific Presidential Proposal, Then Decide 


Washington, Dec. 27 (*>—Sena- 


tor Elmer Thomas 
(D.-Okla.)

tion that all immigration into the 
United States should be halted 
immediately. 


"I make no distinction as to race

"We already have too many 
people in this country." 


President Truman said last Oc- 


tober, in calling for substantial 
immigration of Jews into Pales- 
tine, that he is prepared to ask 
congress for liberalization of this 
country's laws to admit thousands 
of refugees into the United States. 


Republican senators, who will 


hold a majority in' the' session 
starting next Friday, indicated to- 
day they want to see Mr/ Tru- 
man's specific proposal , before 
they commit themselves. 


But "Thomas, who tried unsuc- 


cessfully during the last session of 


congress to halt nearly all immi- 
gration for five years, declared: 


"I am against immigration. There 


may be a few exceptions, but as a 
general principle I am opposed to 
it until we get our domestic econ- 
omy a little more stabilized—and 
that may take years." 


He added "If I thought it would 


do any good I would recommend 
to the state department that they 
close the gates as well to all 
Americans who want to leave this 
country, except for the greatest 
emergency.". 


Thomas said some Americans 


visiting other nations "with their 
pockets full of money often make 
scenes'of themselves, bringing dis- 
credit upon the United States."

committee, told a reporter he did

Actually the United States army is try- 


ing to learn how to handle men! West 
Point has put in a course on human rela- 
tions, and officers are being sent to univer- 
sities to study such things as personnel 
management.

However, he uses a so- 
phistry to support him, namely, that the UNRRA 
charter provides that a couhtry that has not been 
invaded shall contribute ona^per cent of its na- 
tional income. Therefore, if the United States has 
contributed more than 70 per cent of UNRRA's 
cost, it is equal to a country that has contributed 
a fraction of one per cent This is the principle of 
the sausage made equally of horse and rabbit: one 
horse and one rabbit. 


And he has another argument about UNRRA 


that is so specious as to be contemptible. He 
makes the point that UNRRA brings its benefits 
into port and turns them over to the government of 
the benefited country.

Here are two items of major magnitude that

was not established to bribe governments. Each 
loan ought to be scrutinized with the greatest of 
understanding, ,so that if any were employed poli- 
tically, the fact should be established beyond doubt. 
History is entitled to a clear statement of the facts. 


And most important of all, the Pearl Harbor 


investigation should be revived and documents here- 
tofore unavailable to the Committee should be made 
available. We need to know, for instance, what 
appears in the diaries of American and Japanese 
statesmen and in the Roosevelt correspondence with 
Joseph P. Kennedy and Winston Churchill. We 
need to know that, not to pillory the memory of 
Roosevelt or to embarrass either Kennedy or Chur- 
chill but to have the truth.

Children Reported 
Heaviest Sufferers 
In West Germany 


Berlin, Dec. 27 (&—A three- 


power survey of hunger conditions 
in western Germany today found 
a "significantly larger proportion" 
of the population in "unsatisfac- 
tory condition" and an "increasing 
number" of these showing "signs 
of sever* undernutrition," with 
children from 7 to 14 the chief 
sufferers. 
The nutrition survey, sixth of a 


series since the occupation began, 
covered the French, American and 
British zones. It was prepared by 
a three-power committee. 


The survey reported that the 


French zone was in tlio most dan- 
gerous position in regard to food 
stocks. At the same time, it prais- 
ed the French practice of feed- 
ing both miners and their families 
in contrast to the British-zone 
practice of feeding only the min- 
ers. The report said coal produc- 
tion was higher per man in the 
French than in the British zone. 


"German adults are underweight 


and in 'almost 
every 
instance 


weights are 
significantly lower 


than a year ago," it said. 


"Although children under seven 


have not been markedly affected 
by the food shortage, the growth 
and development of those between 
seven and 14 years is unsatisfac- 
tory." 


The report noted few actual 


cases of hunger edema but warn- 
ed that continued low rations had 
cut 
body reserves below safe 


standards and any failure in the 
ration would be felt immediately. 


Food hoards have been ex- 


hausted as well as barter ma- 
terial and most Germans today 
must live within the official ra- 
tion, the survey said. 


"All 
evidence." the report de- 


clared, "compels the committee 
to conclude that conditions in cer- 
tain respects arc serious."

Dairy Production 
Increased During 
November of 


New York State .dairymen and 


the dairy industry succeeded in an 
intensive 
program 
to 
increase 


November production, according 
to Vernon A. Barnhart, chairman 
of the Ulster County Farm Bu- 
reau Dairy Committee. Total pro- 
duction for November, 1946, was 
five per cent higher than during 
thy sainu period last year. Aver- 
age production per cow was eight 
per cent higher, more than off- 
setting a reduction in number of 
cows. 


The increase in fall production 


this year is particularly encour- 
aging, Mr. Barnhart said, in view 
of the decreased production during 
the early months of 1946. 


The Ulster County Farm Bu- 


reau Dairy Committee in 1945 
recognized the need to combat .the 
traditional decline in .-fall milk 
production in order to provide a 
constant supply of fresh milk for 
consumers. The local committee 
helped organize a six-point pro- 
gram to meet this need, in coop- 
eration with the .dairy industry 
and Cornell University. 


Mr. Barnhart credited part of 


the increase during November to 
more liberal feeding of .grain, one 
of the six points emphasized in the 
program organized last fall. Rec- 
ords show grain feeding per cow 
five per cent higher during Novem- 
ber this year than last, and the 
highest on record. 


Other points in the drive which 


contributed to increased produc- 
tion this fall were increased use 
of calf starter to save milk, breed- 
ing fo» fall freshening, stabling 
the herd during bad weather, and I 
lull use of roughage. 


Actual flow of the increased 


production into consumer markets 
is indicated by an increase of 
eight per cent in fluid milk sales 
in New York city during Novem- 
ber compared to last year.

Baruch Stands 4>n Demand 
Veto Must Not Stop Action 


Lake Success, N. Y., Dec. 27 UF> 


Bolstered by a complete under- 
standing with the Canadian dele- 
gation, Bernard M. Baruch stood 
firm today on his demand that the 
veto must not stop the punish- 
ment of any nation violating in- 
ternational atomic control regula- 
tions. 


The United States delegate to 


the United Nations Atomic En- 
ergy Commission held his ground 
as the commission went into ses- 
sion behind closed doors (11 a. m., 
ES.T.) as a committee of the 
whole to consider recommenda- 
tions and general findings in the 
report it must make to the U.N. 
Security Council next Tujsday. 


For a time it appeared that Ba- 


ruch's plan would encounter rough 
sailing because the Canadian dele- 
gation had circulated a number 
of comments and suggestions af- 
fecting the proposals which Ba- 
ruch wants the commission to 
adopt as its blueprint for atomic 
control. 


But the "second echelon" of the 


United States and Canadian dele- 
gations met for hours late yester- 
day and were reported to have 
agreed on all points, thus Smooth- 
ing the way for Baruch when the 
test is made in the commission. 


No Ground Lost 


These reports said the United 
States delegation, lost no ground 
on its basic demands in the agree- 
ment. The two delegations were 
said to have been separated only 
on procedural matters, but never 
on fundamentals. 


Baruch demanded at the first 


Atomic .Commission meeting last 
June that the veto of the five 
great powers be dropped in any 
atomic control system.

Got Top Priority 


General Assembly resolution on 


December 14, 1946, gave top prior- 
ity to the problem of outlawing 
Uie atom and other weapons of 
mass destruction. It made no men- 
tion of the veto system now in 
effect in the Security Council and 
some delegations have thought 
that it might not be necessary to 
mention the veto in the atomic 
report. During hearings on the 
arms resolution the Canadian said 
that a situation in which a big 
power found it necessary to use 
the veto would mean war anyway 
since this power would be declar- 
ing war against the remainder of 
the United Nations. 


But Baruch has insisted through- 


out the long hours 'of debate that 
there must be no veto to protect 
any nation which might violate 
atomic controls. He has said he 
does not desire to change the veto 
set-up in the Security Council but 
that there must not be a veto by 
which punishment of a nation 
violating any atomic control pact 
can be halted.

Noted Lecturer Gives

Safety Council 


A safety council for Kingston, 


similar to the one which func- 
tioned during the war. was pro- 
posed by Frederic Snyder, noted 
news analyst and lecturer, be- 
fore a joint meeting of the Ki- 
wanis and Rotary Clubs held 
Thursday at the Governor Clinton 
Hotel. With the establishment of 
the United Nations home in New 
York city, the lecturer saw the 
need of adequate and efficient plan- 
ning in this city for those who 
would seek refuge here in the 
event of a major disaster in the 
new world capital, such as an 
atomic bomb hit or a quake off 
the shores. 


On either side of the guest 


speakers' table was Fire Chief 
Murphy and Police Chief Boss, 
who were guests of Kiwanis and 
who would direct departments of 
the safety council when and if 
organized here. In speaking of the 
urgency of safety measures, he 
called attention to the heavy toll 
of life and property from fires 
during the past year. Having trav- 
eled not less than fifty thousand 
miles each year, since 1922, the 
lecturer was in a position to ob- 
serve hotels. His forecast of disas- 
trous hotel fires before the close 
of the year has been too well 
established. Hotel management, 
employes and guests through their 
negligence, indifference, stupidity, 
carelessness and recklessness were 
responsible for the hotel fires. 


Speaking on the topic, "More 


Power from the Tower," he made 
the following observations: 


President Truman continues to 


insult the people of India by call- 
ing his plane the "Sacred Cow." A 
protest will be brought before the 
United Nations as the first order 
of business. We should respect the 
religion of these people. We can 
stand the Truman inefficiency but 
his indecency should be stopped. 
(Mr. 
Snyder requested the Presi- 


dent to stop using the name, but 
he got nowhere). 


Joe Stalin and John L. Lewis 


are sick men and their deaths can 
be expected in 1947. 


There are no atom secrets. But 


the United States has the atom 
bomb right up its. sleeve. What 
was used in the war in the South 
Pacific was only particles for 
demonstration purposes. 


Still more powerful than the 


atom bomb and also in the posses- 
sion of the United States and now 
at Cornell University' are germs 
which could be used in biologic 
warfare.
